NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—The extent 
of the decline in sugar prices in the 
United States and its demoral'zing ef- 
fect on producer or holders of re- | 
maining supplies, hae been emphasized 
‘by the week's announcement of a 
fifty-day moratorium in Culba, 

Refined sugar, which reached 25) 
cents per pound for granulated, on | 
the peak of the advance last spring, is | 
now quoted here at 11 cents by refin- 
ers, wh'le the price of raw sugars has 
feclined from well above the 23-cent 
level to seven cents per pound aloug 
the basis of last reported transaction, 

This decline has been considered by 
dealers as part of the general re-ad- | 
justment n commodity prices, But 
dealers also assert the sugar decline | 
reflected special conditions rendering 
the break even more severe* than in | 
the case of some other staples, 

The moratorium is expected by deal- 
eres to relieve the market of any im- 
mediate pressure from the Cuban 
stocks and slight!y better demand 
for refined sugar has been reported 
during the past day or two, So-far, 
however, the buying has been limited 
to orders for prompt shipment. ® |

BREAKS AGAIN, 


Asquith Bitterly Attacks Premier 
While Carson Makes Assault 
on Ex-Promier 


POLITICAL BANKRUPTCY 


Lioyd George Accused of Flip- 
pances And Vulgarities to 
Divert Attention 


LONDON, Oct. 14,.—The polttical 
tempest which has been aroused by 
the recent pronouncements of prom- 
Inent men on the Irish problem, not- 
ably by Premier Lioyd George, V's- 
count Grey and Former Premier As- 
quith, received a freeh impetus today 
when Mr. Asquith ‘bitterly attack+«I 
Mioyd George while at the same time 
Sir Edward Careon, the Ulster Nnion- 
ist leader, made an equally acrimoni- 
ous assault on Mr. Asqu'th. 

Speaking at Ayr with reference to 
Lioyd George's Welsh address, Mr. 
Asauith declared that “all the prem- 
ier’s flippancies and all his vu'gari- 
ties have not diverted and cannot ‘ii- 
vert attention from the outstanding 
fact of his confession off political baak- 
ruptey.” He said that the premier’s 
speech would be interpreted as ait 
least condoning the reprisals in Le- 


land, 
Calls Asquith Traitor 

Sir Edward Carson on his part, n 
a speech in London asserted that Mr 
Asquith at the most critical momen? ij» 
the Irish sitpation was attempting to 
minimibe t efforts towards a solu- 
jon. A man -who would do that for tue 
purpose of gaining support for his 
party issues, he declared, was a traitor 
to his country. 

Regarding the roprieals, Mr. As- 
quith said he was confident that when 
parliament re-assembied. it would in- 
sist upon an independent and impar- 
t'al inquiry into the reprisal cases, 
which “were not acts of self-defence 
but blind vengeance.” 

Burning of Creamcrics 

Referring to the burning of cream- 
eries he declared that no paraliel to 
these reprisals could be found except 
in the achievements of the Germans. 
So far as he knew, no one concerned 
{n the outrages of the- past four 
months had been punished. He con- 
cluded with a condemnation of what 
he caled the makeshift home rule bill 
now before parl'ament. 

Sir Edward Carso discussing the 
measure put forward by the premier 
for home rule for the south and west 
counties and another for Ulster, said 
that a majority for this was secured 
‘ut he personally thought it was cruel 
to the people of Jreland at present to 
try and lead Ireland into political in- 
depepdence. If once war broke out, 
it gould not be ended during-the pres- 
eut generation. > y 


LUXURY TAX 
COLLECTABLE 
BY NEW MEAN 


Special Check Stamps With Can- 
cellation Machine to Be Used 
By Merchants 


OTTAWA, Oct. 14.—(By Canadian 
Press)-—Under the revised system of 
collecting the luxury taxes in Canada, 
which came into effect on November 
Ist, every merchant will be under li- 
cense. The special stamps will 
available for all merchants by the last 
day of this month. 

The method to be followed, ft is 
explained, will give the inland revenne 
department a complete check on all 
transactions and the collection by 
means of stamps will make the op- 
eration of the act much more simple. 

Fvery merchant is to be supplied 
| with a special machine for cancella- 
ition of the stamps by perforation, 
and merchants will be charged a 
nominal license fee of two dollars, 
They will not, however, be required to 
pay anything for the perforating ma 
chine. Supplies of the stamps will be 
available at all banks, and also at the 
various local customs offices, so that 
it will not be necessary for merchants 
to stock up for long periods in ad- 
vance. 

It is pointed out that in the case 
of merehants who persist in ignor- 
ing cr evading the law regarding the 
collection of luxury tax on goods sold 
iby them ,it will be within the power 
of the department under the new reg- 
ulations, to refuse to reney the 
cense of such merchants, &nd they 
will thus be unable to continuo in 
| business,

KINGSTON, Ont,. Oct. 14—One of the most daring attempts at 
jail delivery ever known in Canada has been discovered at Ports- 
mouth penitentiary here, according to a sensational story published 
by the Kingston Standard this evening. Evidence is said to have been 
uncovered showing that part of the plot was to blow the penitentiary 
oft the face of the earth. it is stated that enough nitro-glycerine to 

destroy the big prison has been discovered, along \‘ith some fuses 
| and.a number of deadly weepons. The quest for evidence against the 
| supposed plotters involved the tearing away of some structure in the 
prison, and this revealed several cans of nitro-glycerine and some 


fuses. The weapon® which included rifies and shot guns, were unearthed in 
another part of the penitentiary. 
Others Engincered Scheme. 

One disquicting feature of the alleged plot, according to the Standard, 
is the belief that the explosives and firearms could not possibly have been 
taken into the institution by convicts, and that some other agency than that 
of the suspected prigoners must have engincered the daring scheme, What 
! this agency is, or who are behind ft, may possibly be revealed in the investiga- 
‘tion which is sald to have been begun.
